Noted the staff of the Senate Appropriations Committee had requested 
the following: information on the number of Supergrades in CIA; obligations 
and expenditures; and the number of motor vehicles operated by the Agency. 
In connection with the latter, Colonel White noted that a breakdown of the 
number of domestic and foreign vehicles had not been requested. The 
Director approved furnishing the above information to the Committee but 
stated, however, the number of motor vehicles should be broken down as to 
domestic and foreign with a statement as to the reason why it was necessary 
for the Agency to maintain a large number of cars, trucks, etc., overseas; 
i.e«, clandestine activities. Colonel White and Mr, Kirkpatrick undertook 
to work out an appropriate statement which will be classified in view of the 
operational information contained therein.
